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Employment Sets Records | 


MPLOYMENT in the automotive industry is showing a 

pleasing determination not to yield to the usual sea- 
sonal slump. In a recent issue of the Automotive Daily 
News there was chronicled the fact that there are now on the 
payroll of General Motors 208,228 employees. This is a new 
record for G. M. employment and compares with the former 
high of 207,690, which was established just a month ago. 
Last year at this time General Motors had 183,893 men on its 
pay rolls, and for the entire year of 1927 the average number 
of employees was 175,666. 

Henry Ford now has on his pay roll more employees 
than at any time in the history of his organization. The 
figures recently announced showed that more than 115,000 
people were earning their living from Henry Ford’s indus- 
trial activities. Down in Toledo the Willys-Overland has 
a record employment roll. Many other companies are 
employing more men than they ever have had on their pay 
rolls in the past. 

Complete employment statistics for the automotive 
industry will probably be announced shortly by the De- 
partment of Labor and it will be interesting to see if the 
total pay roll does not break all records. Beforehand it 
looks as if it would.

A Closed Season for Motorists 
OME years ago in the Middle West there occurred a 
sporadic outbreak of shooting editors. Gentlemen | 
objecting to items in the newspapers took the direct method | 
of preventing further annoyance to themselves. At that} 
time a well known editor in that section—if memory serves 
it was William Allen White of Kansas—proposed a Federal 
“closed season for editors, in order to permit them to rear 
and protect their young.” 
The other day in Washington the national convention 
of the American Automobile Association passed a resolution 
calling for an end to the shooting motorists. This protest 
was brought forth by recent cases in which prohibition offi- 
cers have shot motorists on suspicion of their being engaged 

in illicit liquor traffic. 

It seems almost impossible that a protest against such

practices should be necessary. The idea of shooting on the| 
mere suspicion of an illegal act of this sort, where no pre- 
text of protecting life or even limb can have been enter- 


tained by the shooters, is repellent to every tenet of civilized 
protection of citizens. Motorists on their lawful occasions 
are entitled to use the roads at any hour of the day or night. 
The danger of being held up is always present in a motorist’s 
mind in lonely drives late at night. Any man would hesi-| 
tate to stop at a hail from a prohibition officer unless the | 


latter showed by dress or other plain mark that he is an 
officer of the law. | 
It would seem that the Federal authorities have a | 


very simple means at had to end such abominable acts 
as the one recently given nation-wide attention, when | 
prohibition officers shot and blinded a citizen on a per- | 
fectly legal and harmless errand. The American Auto- 
mobile Association has done well to raise this voice of 
protest against the shooting of motorists by irresponsible 
and unmarked officers enforcing the prohibition law.
